Nov. 19.—In the 
interests of democracy in Germany 
and the safety of the United States 
in its war against Prussianism, Dr. 
F. Mover, of the psychology depart­ 
ment of the state university, called 
a meeting here last afternoon of all 
Americans 
of 
German 
descent, 
which resulted in the formation of 
a branch of “Friends of German 
Democracy.’’ 
Dr. Meyer has traveled all over 
the United States in the interest of 
the organization. 
In opening the meeting Dr. Meyer 
said: 
“It has been said by many smart 
men that we are not fighting the 
German people, but 
the 
German 
government. 
We are fighting the 
German people because 
they are 
imoved at the behest of the kaiser. 
I have lived in Germany . I was 
bom there, and I know the condi­ 
tions. 
There are about 1,000,090 
people of the classes who are rul­ 
ing the masses of Germany.” 
Dr. Meyer said 
that 
the 
war 
would last several years, but that 
in the end Germany would have to 
yield and that the new Germany 
would be a true democracy.
